SELECTMEN’S REPORT — 2010 
Town Buildings: 


In 2010, we appropriated funds to install new flooring in the town hall bathrooms. 
This project became more complicated when the installers discovered asbestos while 
attempting to remove the old floor covering. The also encountered problems because of 
the older plumbing. The problems were resolved, temporarily, by covering everything 
with inexpensive flooring materials. In 2011, we are requesting funds to have the 
asbestos removed professionally, resolve the plumbing issues, and install the flooring that 
was obtained last year. 


We had an unexpected expenditure of about $3,000 to repair the overhead doors 
in the town garage. No major expenditures are planned for the garage or the library in 
2011. The Selectmen have received complaints about the condition of the hardwood 
floor in the town hall, and the deteriorating exterior paint. However, we do not plan to 
appropriate funds for these issues at the present time. 


Roads: 


In 2010, the Road Agent resurfaced the Paris Road and some of the rougher 
sections of the Holt Road. In 2011, we plan to appropriate funds for extensive ditching 
along several town roads, as we have gotten behind on this work in recent years. 


As part of our long term road management plan, some town roads have recently 
been converted from paved to gravel surfaces, including Old Route 110 in West 
Dummer. Several residents have requested that Old Route 110 be repaved. We have 
obtained estimates from three different paving companies and placed an appropriation of 
$100,000 on the 2011 budget for this purpose. The voters can decide the issue. 


There is some concern about the accelerated deterioration of the Blake Road, 
which is believed to be caused by heavy trucks that have been using this road in late 
Winter and early Spring. We are working with an attorney to draft an ordinance that will 
help us to deal with this problem. 


The Bridge: 


The NH Dept of Transportation continues to monitor the bridge on Old Route 110 
in West Dummer, and to provide annual reports to the town. The condition of this bridge 
continues to worsen, and the town will have to do something about it at some point. We 
cannot simply ignore the bridge until it collapses. Our options are to repair the bridge, or 
to close it and remove it. So, how do we decide which option to choose? 


It would seem as though closing and removing the bridge would be the least 
expensive option, but this is not necessarily so. There is a railroad crossing very close to 
the Old Route 110 Bridge, and the railroad people have the power to force us to do 


whatever they believe is necessary to protect and preserve their facilities, no matter what 
we decide to do with our bridge. Oddly enough, it may well end up costing more to 
remove the bridge than it would to repair it. We need to hire a consultant to explore our 
options further, so we can obtain sufficient information to make the right choice. 


Last year, we requested an appropriation of $55,000 to conduct the necessary 
engineering work to repair the Old Route 110 Bridge in accordance with NH DOT 
standards. The town voted against this appropriation. 


This year, we are requesting $33,325 to hire an engineering firm to consult with 
the railroad people and answer the following questions: 


-What will it cost to repair the bridge? 
-What will it cost to remove the bridge and how soon will we need to do it? 


This funds for this study will come from an existing capital reserve fund. 80% of 
the cost will be reimbursed by the state, probably in 2015 or 2016. Our plan is to obtain 
the information we need from our consultant, and then to bring it to the 2012 town 
meeting for the voters to decide whether to repair or remove this bridge. 


Windmill Project: 


Brookfield Power, which owns and operates the Pontook Hydro Station, has 
acquired a controlling interest in the company that plans to build windmills in our area. 
The actual windmills are to be located in other communities, but some of the 
transmission, conversion, and maintenance facilities will be built along the Dummer 
Pond Road. Most of the permits are in place, and latest reports are that construction will 
start early in 2011. Power generation is expected to start later in the year, with project 
completion expected in 2012. 


Town Land: 


The town owns a wooded parcel of approximately 47 acres on the Ferry Road. A 
recent inspection suggests that the timber could be harvested within the next 5 — 10 years. 
We have requested an appropriation of $825.00 to conduct a timber cruise and to create a 
management plan. We would like to be in a position to harvest the wood when market 
conditions are more favorable. 


Planning/Zoning Issues: 


Throughout 2010, members of the Select Board, the Planning Board, the ZBA, 
and others worked to update the town’s Master Plan. We are still waiting on some map 
updates from the North Country Council, but our work is essentially completed. We plan 
to review the updated Master Plan at this year’s budget hearing and to request it’s 
adoption at the town meeting. All residents are strongly encouraged to pick up a copy of 
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the Master Plan at the town office. The plan will be used to guide decision making for 
the next several years. 


Budget: 


Every year, the Selectmen make every effort to manage expenditures of the 
taxpayers’ money responsibly. The Selectmen are taxpayers too, and we have no desire 
to pay taxes that are any higher than necessary. However, our ability to control the tax 
rate is limited, and becoming more limited every year. At present, appropriations for 
county and school expenses are approximately double the total appropriations for the rest 
of the town. 


School appropriations are difficult to control, since we do not have our own 
schools. Tuition amounts are determined as a prorated portion of a host community’s 
total school budget, and the Dummer School Board has no input to the school budgets of 
Berlin or Milan. County appropriations are determined by our elected county and state 
officials. County expenses are increasing as costs are being shifted from the state to the 
counties. 


In recent years, the Selectmen have sold timber from town owned land and have 
used surplus funds from past years to keep the tax rates as low as possible. By depleting 
surplus funds, we have come uncomfortably close to running out of operating capital at 
times. To avoid this problem, we are asking the town to authorize the use of the Pontook 
Hydro Fund to cover short term deficits. Basically, we want to be able to loan money to 
ourselves to short periods, instead of borrowing from a bank and paying interest, or 
incurring fees as a result of not making required payments on time. 


We do not expect our tax rates to decrease significantly in the immediate future, 
but we see reason for optimism over the longer term. The planned windmill facility 
should add several million dollars to our tax base, with minimal increase in expenses. In 
addition, if Berlin and Milan see an increase in school aged population from families 
coming to the area for federal prison jobs, then our school expenses may decrease 
accordingly. Meanwhile, the Selectmen will continue to work to keep our tax rates as 
low as possible, while still maintaining the services that we all need. 


Legal Issues: 


An ongoing appeal from a recent lawsuit was resolved in the town’s favor. The 
same landowners have recently initiated another court action because they are not 
satisfied with a decision made by the ZBA. The matter has been forwarded to the town’s 
attorney. 


Operations: 


According to the 2010 census, Dummer has a population of 319 people. Of that 
number, fewer that 25 are serving the town in any sort of official capacity. We need 
people to serve on the Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, and the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and the School Board. We need Library Trustees and Supervisors of the 
Checklist. Many of these jobs require a very minimal amount of time, but they are all 
important. We need some people to step up and help preserve our small town way of life.

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Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service 


During 2010, we have continued to make changes in the ambulance service. Peter Roberts stepped 
down as the Assistant Director, and was replaced by Gary Vaillancourt. We have continued to add staff to 
our department, making our total active responders a total of 9, with 2 more joining in the near future. 
They are just waiting on licensing. Our billing agent has continued to do an outstanding job at collecting 
monies due to us from insurances. Patty Chase, our accountant, has also done a fantastic job, as well as all 
of us learning a new software for billing and payroll. We have continued to upgrade the equipment on the 
ambulance, to include a new Cardiac Monitor that we need to comply with state requirements, that is in the 
process of being ordered. We will continue to upgrade equipment as needed to protect both patients and 
EMS Staff. 


Even though the department has increased it’s total number of responders, it is still in the growing stages 
of development. There are still an overwhelming number of calls that do not get answered in a timely 
manner because we have to wait for an outside agency to respond. We need both more trained personnel 
and more staffing of the ambulance to cover all times of days. This is difficult to due with our attendants 
working full time jobs in other areas. Other local areas have found ways to accommodate this situation. | 
hope we will be able to do the same in the near future.

On behalf of North Country Elder Programs, | would like to respectfully request funding in the 
amount of $300.00 for the Senior Meals Program to be included in the upcoming Town of Dummer 
budget process. 


During the time period of July 1, 2009 to June 30, 2010 (Fiscal Year 2010) we served 
Dummer residents 186 congregate meals and 1,024 home delivered meals, an increase of 37.2%. 
The Senior Meals Program in Fiscal Year 2010 prepared and served 150,187 meals county-wide to 
senior citizens in need of nutritional assistance. 


The current need in Dummer for senior meals services is evident and is likely to continue on 
the same trend as the population continues to age and require nutritional assistance. The many 
benefits received by the residents of Dummer is one of socialization and personal growth as 
participants at the congregate site receive not only a hot, nutritious meal, but opportunities to interact 
with their peers through volunteering, social activities and one on one contact.

It is, 
therefore, vital that the needs of this frail population be met with support from their local friends and 
neighbors.

Honorable Selectmen for the Town of Dummer: 


For budgeting purposes, your share of the apportionment of District costs for 2011 has 
been established as $1,409.84. This figure was arrived at by multiplying $32.23664529 
by your actual tonnages deposited in District approved landfills during the period 
November 1, 2009 through October 31, 2010 which was 207.93 minus a 2010 disposable 
credit of $3,883.28 (207.93 x $32.23664529 = $6,702.97 - $3,883.28 = $2,819.69). 

Fifty percent (50%) of each member municipalities net assessment will be paid by the 
Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget therefore, you will be billed $1,409.84 for your April 2011 
installment and the October payment of $1,409.85 will not be billed ($2,819.69 - 
$1,409.85 (paid by Mt. Carberry) = $1,409.84. 


For 2011, unless you have some reason to believe your MSW tonnages will increase or 
decrease, you should set aside $11,573.58 in your budget for MSW disposal at the Mt. 
Carberry Landfill (172.74 x $67.00 = $11,573.58). 


For 2011, we would suggest you set aside at least $633.56 in your budget to cover the 
cost of municipally delivered (residential permits issued by town) C&D and bulky waste 
to the District Transfer Station. This figure was arrived at by taking the total tons of 
municipal C&D and bulky waste delivered to the transfer station and shipped to the 
landfill from November 1, 2009 through October 31, 2010 (7.41 x $85.50 = $633.56). 
The transfer station municipal fee for 2011 will be $85.50 per ton ($67.00 landfill tipping 
fee plus $18.50 per ton transportation from transfer station to landfill). Please be aware 
that construction and demolition debris (C&D) and bulky waste tonnages will vary 
significantly from year to year. 


There will be no assessment for the 2011 Household Hazardous Waste Budget. A 
payment of $15,000 will be made to the District from the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget 
for this purpose. 


The 2011 Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget is also enclosed. Please note that no assessment 
is being made for the Mt. Carberry Budget, with anticipated income from tipping fees 
from Distict communities, non-District communities, commercial customers and 
unappropriated surplus covering the Mt. Carberry budget.

Please accept this letter as a request for funds in the upcoming fiscal year for the American Red 
Cross in the amount of $141 ($0.45 per capita for the 2009 Dummer population of 314). 


The American Red Cross serves every community in New Hampshire, including Dummer and 
surrounding towns. Red Cross staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a disaster; 
emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; volunteer and 
youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. The Granite Chapter 2009 Annual 
Report is enclosed. 


In fiscal year 2010*, the American Red Cross has been active throughout the 110 towns in the 
Granite Chapter area that covers central and northern New Hampshire. 


e Disaster Services: Red Cross-trained volunteers make up the Granite Chapter Disaster 
Action Team, which responds to disasters in Dummer and surrounding towns. This 
disaster action team is a group of volunteers who are specially trained to provide 
disaster relief and emotional comfort. They are available to respond at any time of day or 
night to disasters in their communities and surrounding towns. 


Last year, Red Cross disaster teams responded to a residential fire in Dummer, 
providing emergency assistance to three residents. Throughout the State, the Red 
Cross worked with 227 disaster cases, helping a total of 674 people; that is an average 
of more than four disasters a week. Most local disasters were residential fires, but the 
Red Cross was also there during the February 2010 snow and rain storm helping 33 
people recover from that disaster. Also we provided assistance to 16 people in the 
Manchester area as a result of the Haiti earthquake in January. 


e Medical Careers Training: Because of the training and/or testing through the Red 
Cross LNA training program in New Hampshire, 1094 Licensed Nurse Assistants and 
208 Phlebotomists (those who draw blood) entered the healthcare field last year. 580 
of those LNAs and 133 Phlebotomists were from the Granite Chapter area.

e Service to the Armed Forces: The Red Cross is there to help the Armed Forces 
personnel and their families in times of difficulty. Last year the Red Cross responded to 
382 cases for assistance to military families in New Hampshire, including 126 cases in 
central and northern NH. 


e Health and Safety Classes: The Red Cross focuses on safety and prevention through 
our many training courses, such as Adult, Infant, and Child CPR, AED training, First Aid, 
water safety, disaster training, first responder, and Babysitter’s Skills. In all, we impart 
hope and confidence along with skill and Knowledge. In the Granite Chapter area, there 
were 1,684 Health and Safety classes that trained 13,029 enrollees. Throughout the 
State last year, the Red Cross held 4,791 classes and trained 36,054 participants at 
Red Cross offices and in communities. 


e Biomedical Services: Last year, there were 317 drives in the Granite Chapter area that 
collected 14,275 units of life-saving blood. Throughout the State, there were 1,124 _ 
blood drives where generous donors gave a total of 52,671 units of the “gift of life.” NH 
hospitals depend on the American Red Cross for their blood supplies. 


Our disaster response services and military assistance are free to everyone and are not 
duplicated by any other agency or organization. The American Red Cross is a non-profit 
organization that receives no annual federal funding. We depend on generous donations of time 
and money from the American people to support our services. An appropriation from your town 
would help the Red Cross continue to train and prepare people for emergencies, and respond 
swiftly and effectively at times of crisis. 


Municipal contributions are one part of our diversified funding sources. We ask all towns in the 
State for a contribution to the humanitarian services of the Red Cross. We understand that 
many towns have different budget cycles.

2010 New Hampshire Elementary School of Excellence 
Principal’s Report 
2010-2011 


The 2010-2011 school year has brought many rewards and opportunities for the staff and students of the 
Milan Village School including being named the New Hampshire Elementary School of Excellence. 
With the consistent and generous support of the staff, parents, volunteers, school board, SAU personnel, 
students and Milan community, we have enjoyed the tremendous advantages of operating in a small 
school environment while keeping up with national standards. In addition, our active school community 
has helped us to continue to refine our many excellent programs designed to give individual students the 
skills and knowledge that they will need to succeed in a diverse world. The following are examples of 
these programs: 


The school has developed a new website that gives teachers and staff the ability to easily 
edit and update their pages. This new site allows for better and more timely 
communication with parents, students and the community 

The use of open source software has given the school many tools that allow students to 
work collaboratively on complex projects. 

Positive Behavior Intervention Support (PBIS) program was implemented in the fall of 
2004. Since then we have seen major positive changes in the atmosphere of the school. 
The staff members embrace their role as a support network for students and are 
thoughtful and passionate about creating a nurturing educational environment. In 
addition, students are consistently rewarded with positive consequences for appropriate 
behavior and held accountable with negative consequences for inappropriate behavior. 
Beginning in the fall of 2007 the Milan Village School has been using a process called 
Response to Intervention (RTI). This is a system that uses data to develop specific plans 
for all students. The school has seen significant academic gains using this model and 
continues to refine it. 

The Student Support Center (SSC) was created during the 2006-2007 school year and 
offers the opportunity for individual targeted intervention for small groups of students 
using the Response to Intervention model. The SSC is an effective way to support the 
entire school’s needs. 

The Curriculum Committee and Data Team are both made up of teachers and 
administrators. They use the school’s 5-10 year curriculum plan as a guide as they set 
goals and advise changes based on the school’s needs and the findings of current data. 
The Milan Village School has partnered with many outside organizations including NH 
Fish and Game, Project WET and Project WILD, Project Learning Tree, the Appalachian 
Mountain Club and others in order to bring varied and important real world perspectives 
the students. 

The PTO continues to accomplish wonderful enriching activities for our students. The volunteer 
effort in general is truly amazing. Volunteers have helped with a myriad of programs including: 
cultural events throughout the school year, the Ski Program, the Recreation Department, the Bike- 
a-thon, the Walk-a-thon and Wood’s Day. Thank you, volunteers.
